ment of his undoubted Gallantry. His own Ship the Gloriews being 
Fired caſually, being a Veſſel of 92 Braſs Guns, and near 5eo Men, 
was reſolved not to ſurvive fo great a diſappointment , bur that at 
length, by the perſwaGzon of ſome, himſelf wich ſome few others, eſ- 
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
